Some weeks ago a likely 
looking 


young Englishman 
with the pictur- 


esque name of "Bob White'' drifted 
into Gettysburg, 
penniless and ap- 


parently friendless. He told a plaus- 
ible tale, secured the interest and fin- 
ancial support of local persons and 
s'carted out to make good. This morn- 
ing information was laid against him 
charging the larceny of S25 worth of 
tools from C. S. Reaser, who was the 
first to come to his rescue when he 
was down and out. White has left for 
parts unknown and a reward of 850 is 
offered for his arrest. 


It has been many months since a 


j criminal case, in which apparently so 


j little was involved, has created such 
widespread interest. The young Eng- 
lishman leaped 
into 
the limelight 


here at the time of St. James revival 
when he professed conversion and de- 
cided to become an evangelist. One 
evening, when a number were giving 
accounts of their experiences. "Bob" 
arose and held his audience with an 
interesting account of his past life. 


White comes of good parentage, it 


seems, and his parents now live in 
Leeds, England. About three years ago 
he came to Canada with an 
English 


automobile concern with whom he had 


j besn serving an apprenticeship. After 


I a time this concern withdrew 
ics in- 


terest and White drifted to Washing- 
ton, again engaging in the automobile 
business. He had some success and ac- 
cumulated about $1800. 


From Washington he went to New 


York City where, according to his own 
story, he fell in with bad company and 
I 


"went the limit". His parents learned 
of his downfall and wrote to him fre- 
quently, begging him to reform. These 
letters finally touched his heart and ha 
resolved to lead a belter life. Leaving 
New York he went to York, arriving 
there without a cent to his name and 
finally deciding to walk to Gettysburg 
in the hope of securing some assist- 
ance. 


Here he was at once referred to C. 


S. Reaser, the friend 
of the 
unem- 


ployed, and to him "Bob"' White told 
his story. Interested and believing the 
boy's story, which even now there is 
no cause to doubt, Mr. Reaser 
took 


him in. gave him work at Vaking care 
of an automobile and 
in other lines, 


and the attractive young Englishman 
started to make good. 


For weeks he worked, made friends 


here; and was to all 
appearances 


thoroughly in earnest in his profession 
of conversion at the 
recent 
revival. 


Those who have been closest to him dt> 
not doubt his sincerity at that time 
but think his downfall has been caused 
by the lure of his former experiences. 
The news of the better 
life 
he wa-, 


leading "Bob" White communicated to 
his parents across the sea and letters 
expressing the greatest joy 'came to 
Kim in return. White sent them dip- 
pings from local publications to con- 
firm the story of his reformation and 
his father wrote of his delight at the 
stand he had taken. 


After the young man had continued 


in 
Mr. Reaper's employ for some 


weeks he decided to engage as an au- 
tomobile salesman again and 
he se- 


cured the agency for the "Marathon" 
car. 
He was instrumental in making 


several sales and apparently knew 'che 
automobile business thoroughly. Wit'i 
bright prospects for an honorable and 
successful business career here, the 
call of the old life still bad its power 
and White is gone. 


He left Gettysburg last Wednesday. 


Later Mr. Reaser discovered 'that the 
tools from his automobile were miss- 
ing and since then it has 
rjeen 
Cts- 


covered that White sold them to parL- 
ies about town. The information laid 
by County 
Detective Wilson this 


morning is for the larceny 
of these 


tools. 


Since White's departure 
and the 


theft of the tools became 
Ic.-.own the 


town has been filled with stories cir- 
culated 
concerning 
alleged 
other 


thefts but up to the present time 
there is only one charge against him. 


White left in the "Marathon" car 


which he was demonstrating and for 
which he was acting as agent. Chief 
of Police Emmons and County Detec- 
tive Wilson are 
putting- forth every 


effort to apprehend the man and bring 
him back for a hearing.

He Had proved a tough 
nut. ho\v.-vi-r, and bad driven the gting 
off in si liiitUTi'd condition. William 
Brown exactly fitted tbe description of 
one of the fV. Of course he vigorous- 
ly denied 
ti-«f charge and raised a 


strong dour 
>uit when he was placed

cbnnt walked straight up to him mid 
said: 


••You are the man who entered the 


store first and asked me to change a 
twenty dollar bill for you."

He secured a lawyer and sent for
